not present. Subsequently, Ferrie was located and the * ■ A 
original material returned to him, Comstock furnished 
copies of this material to the New Orleans Office 
February 13, 1964. Ferrie, now deceased, was a notorious 
homosexual in New Orleans and a principal character in 
Garrison *8 assassination •investigat^n. 

The materia^ £omstock furnished indicates Ferrie 
was ip Guatemala making inquiriep^on’ behalf of Jack 
Wasse^man, attorney for Carlos^xllarcello. During 1963, 
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
